that  post-war  agriculture  will  face*

have  to  say.  Especially  so,  since  there’s  so  much  talk  nowadays 
about  post-war  reconversion  in  industry  and  in  other  fields.

scene  of  the  Third  Inter-American  Conference  on  Agriculture, 
Delegates  from  all  the  Americas  have  gathered  here  in  this 
historic  city  to  plan  and  discuss  postwar  agriculture  throughout 
the  Western  Hemisphere,  Today  we're  going  to  bring  you  the 
story  of  what  this  conference  on  agriculture  will  mean  to  all 
of  us.  And  to  help  us  tell  this  story,  we  have  here  at  our 
conference  round-table  three  distinguished  delegates.  Dr, 
Roberto  Guirola,  Minister  of  Agriculture  of  Guatamala,  and 
Vice  President  of  the  Conference,  Mr,  Leslie  Wheeler,  Director 
of  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agri cultural  Relations  of  the  U,  S, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  chairman  of  the  United  States 
delegation  in  Caracas,  And  Dr,  Hazel  Stiebeling,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Human  Nutrition  and  Home  Economics  of  the  U,  S, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Dr.  Guirola,  as  Vice  President  of 
this  Conference,  what  do  you  think  is  the  highlight  of  the 
meeting  so  far? 

17,  GUIROLA:  I think  it  is  the  spirit  of  what  you  in  the  United  States  call 

"teamwork",  here  among  the  delegates  of  all  of  our  nations. 

They  are  talking  frankly  and  freely  about  the  agricultural 
problems  and  opportunities  which  face  us  here  in  the  Americas, 

Do  .you  agree  with  me,  Mr,  Wheeler? 

18,  WHEELER:  Yes,  I do.  Dr,  Guirola,  And  I think  more  than  that.  I think 

there's  a realization  that  not  only  do  we  of  the  Western  Hemis- 
phere have  common  problems  that  need  common  action,  but  we 
also  have  these  problems  in  common  with  all  the  nations  of  the 


world* 
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19*  STIEBELING:  As  a woman,  and  as  one  whose  field  is  nutrition,  I think  we 
have  to  look  at  all  of  these  problems  in  relation  to  people. 

And  people  get  just  as  hungry  in  China,  or  in  India,  or  in 
the  United  States,  as  they  can  in  South  America*  Hunger  plays 
no  favorites. 

20*  WHEELER:  Well,  Dr*  Stiebeling,  this  more  or  less  brings  us  down  to  what 

the  Agricultural  Conference  here  in  Caracas  is  all  about* 
Although  most  of  the  discussions  here  are  concerned  with  tech- 
nical agricultural  matters,  they  point  towards  two  very  practice 
down-to-earth  results*  First*.. to  improve  the  lot  of  farm 
people  in  our  countries.  Second*,  .to  raise  the  standards  of 
living  of  our  people  by  increasing  the  efficiency  of  agricul- 
tural production. 

21.  GUIROIA:  Your  first  point,  Mr.  Wheeler,  about  improving  the  lot  of  the 

farm  people,  is  especially  important  when  we  realize  that  over 
two-thirds  of  the  people  in  the  urorld  are  engaged  in  agriculture 

22.  STIEBELING:  Yes,  and  of  course  food  and  agricultural  products  are  the  most 

important  single  element  of  our  standard  of  living.  In  the 
United  States  since  the  war,  we've  become  more  conscious  of 
food  and  its  importance,  because  of  wartime  shortages*  The 
next  year  is  going  to  be  a very  crucial  one*  There  are  millions 
of  people  near  starvation  in  Europe  right  now.  F0od  is  very 
much  in  our  thoughts  these  days. 

23*  WHEELER:  Dr*  Stiebeling,  I think  you'd  admit  that  although  we  are  think- 

ing more  about  food  now  because  of  wartime  rationing,  even 
before  the  war  there  were  many  people  in  the  United  States  who 
were  not  too  well  fed.  We  just  haven't  realized  it  as  much  as 


we  do  now. 


24*  STlEBELIHG:  That's  particularly  true  if  you  are  thinking  in  terms  of  nutri- 


tion*' 

25.  GUIHOLAj 

The  same  thing  is  true  very  largely  throughout  the  countries  of 
South  and  Central  America.  The  tragic  part  of  it  is  that  people 
who  are  undernourished  do  not  have  the  strength  to  combat  disease 

nor  the  strength  to  do  the  hard  work  that  is  necessary  to  in-

crease  production  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  living. 

26.  STIEBELING: 

Yes,  it’s  a vicious  circle,  isn’t  it.  Dr*.  Guirola  l 

27.  GUIROLA: 

These  Inter-American  Conferences  have  greatly  helped  us  in 
South  and  Central  America... in  improving  our  agricultural 
methods  and  in  developing  our  agricultural  resources* 

28.  WHEELER: 

Well,  what  helps  you.  Dr.  Guirola,  also  helps  us  in  the  United 
States.  r^e  need  many  of  the  things  that  are  grown  in  your 
countries.  If  you  increase  your  efficiency  in  producing  the 
things  that  we  want  from  you,  it  means  that  our  people  in  the 
United  States  can  enjoy  the  benefits  too.  The  same  is  true  when 
we  increase  our  efficiency  in  producing  things  in  the  United 
States  which  you  want  from  us.  That  benefits  your  people. 

29.  GUIROLA* 

That  really  is  the  basic  reason  for  trade  between  countries, 
isn’t  it.  Hr*  Wheeler? 

30.  WHEELER* 

Yes,  Each  country  produces  the  thing  that  it  can  grow  best. 
And  the  more  productive  we  become,  the  higher  our  standard  of 
living*

countries  is  to  us,  for  instance,  when  we  found  we  couldn't  get 
all  the  sugar  we  wanted* 

Well,  we’ve  been  talking  so  far  only  about  shortages,  and  of 

course  these  shortages  are  going  to  exist  for  the  next  year  or 
perhaps  more*  But  after  that,  we  may  be  faoed  with  surplus  agri- 
cultural products  in  some  cases* 
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33#  GUIROLA:  Well#. ."surplus”,  Mr#  Wheeler,  is  a rather  misleading  word,  be- 

cause even  during  times  when  we  could  not  sell  all  the  agri- 
cultural products  we  produced,  there  were  millions  of  people

who  were  undernourished  and  not  properly  clothed* 

34#  STIEBELING:  I certainly  agree  with  you  on  that.  Dr#  Guirola# 

Yes,  that's  true,  but  nevertheless  there  are  problems  of  having 
more  agricultural  products  than  we  can  sell,  and  if  we're  going 
to  avoid  greater  hardship  on  the  farm  population  in  the 
postwar  peried^  we  have  got  to  find  ways  of  marketing  more  of 
these  goods.  And  that's  another  important  subject  that  we've 
been  dealing  with  here  at  this  agricultural  conference  in  Caracas 
Well,  it’s  true  that  no  one  country  can  do  this  job  alone#  We 
have  got  to  work  together  to  see  what  the  needs  of  the  world 
are,  and  how  they  can  be  best  supplied* 

That's  exactly  my  point.  Dr#  Guirola#  I think  that  all  of 
the  countries  of  the  world  are  now  realizing  that  no  one  country 
can  take  action  to  solve  its  own  problems,  u/hich  increases  the 
problems  of  other  countries,  because  that  leads  to  economic 
warfare,  and  economic  warfare  is  too  apt  to  lead  to  military 
warfare* 

38#  STIEBELING:  It  seems  to  me  the  point  that  both  of  you  are  making  is  that  we 
are  all  living  in  a world  too  small  for  us  to  turn  our  backs  on 
the  other  fellow* s problems.  We  have  found  that  we  must  cooper- 
ate with  other  nations  to  fulfill  our  common  aims. 

39.  GUIROLA:  Yes,  and  the  Inter -American  Conference  on  Agriculture  is  the
